Williams, Ben Ames. Leave Her Heaven. Houghton 
Mifflin. June 1944. 429p. $2.50. 


Jealousy that seeks exclusive possession the theme 
Leave Her Heaven, the story jealous woman. 
cording the author, thirty years more ago, found 
reference the “Seven Deadly Sins,” his readings, 
and during the next fifteen years wrote five stories 
which thought might grow into “Septology,” each 
dealing with one the Seven Sins. Gluttony and Sloth 
were never written, but Jealousy seemed “more nearly 
universal, and more deadly.” 


Richard Harland, author, the second chapter the 
book, traveling July day westbound train 
Glen Robie’s New Mexican ranch for vacation, having 
left his thirteen year old brother, Danny, Warm Springs, 
Georgia. The two brothers were alone the world and 
the thirty year old Richard was the idol the younger 
boy.

Mrs. Berent and her two daughters, Ellen and 
Ruth, were also guests the Robie ranch, having gone 
there scatter the ashes Professor Berent place 
the mountain with low rim forest about it, 
nine ten thousand feet above sea level. Ellen and her 
father, whom she jealously loved and dominated from 
the time she was small child, had spent two months 
the ranch the year before, and the Professor had expressed 
the wish that his ashes might scattered from this par- 
ticular beauty spot which loved. The Berents lived 
Boston, and spent their summers Bar Harbor, where 
the Professor also had laboratory for working 
specimens and mounting his birds and insects. all 


his expeditions Ellen was his sole companion and assistant 
his work. also had house Boston. 


Before the end the Berents’ two week stay the ranch, 
Ellen has fallen love with Richard Harland and she 
returns Russell Quinton’s ring and wires him that she 
marrying Harland. Quinton refuses accept her decision 
and comes down from Boston, only find that Ellen 
and Harland have departed their honeymoon after 
their marriage the ranch house. The Harlands 
Warm Springs with Danny. Richard worked hard 
all winter new novel. the spring Danny well 
enough travel and the three depart for Back the 
Moon, their own camp Maine where Richard and 
Danny had spent long, happy summer 
Harland, completely happy, spends his mornings writing 
while the beautiful Ellen secretly resents her husband’s 
love for the crippled brother, and knows she will never 
have all Richard long Danny lives.

One morning Danny attempts longer 
swim while Ellen watches from the boat, but before 
reached his goal started flounder the water and 
went under, while Ellen, expert swimmer, sat frozenly 
paralyzed the boat making attempt rescue him. 
Richard observes all this through binoculars 
studio, and rushes the scene speedboat. and 
Ellen dive into the lake and Ellen finally recovers 
Danny’s body. Ellen knows that Richard saw her sitting 
idly the boat and terror strikes her, but she takes 
this opportunity tell Richard they are going have 
baby, thus silencing him and binding him her. 


After their return Boston, Richard Ellen’s sugges- 
tion spends part each day visiting with Ellen’s mother 
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Williams Lilienthal Thomas 


whose health now keeps her bed most the time, 
and who cared for Ruth. 


Ellen loses her baby after fall downstairs and during 
her long convalescence Ellen’s mother and sister 
who consoled Richard. Shortly thereafter Mrs. Berent 
dies. After closing the big house, and moving 
apartment, Ruth accompanies Ellen and Richard 
Canada where they are spend the summer fishing 
camp. One day after picnic Ellen seized with one 
her old attacks gastritis and that night Ellen dies. 


After the funeral, Richard who stunned the blow 
Ellen’s death, sailed from New York for world cruise 
get himself shape before resuming his writing. 
Returning two years Boston, and Ruth are 
married. Their honeymoon brought abrupt 
ending they return Maine for Ruth arrested for the 
murder her sister Ellen. She finally acquitted after 
was proven that Ellen that fatal day mixed arsenic 
with the sugar for her coffee, and since she was the 
only one that used the sugar her coffee was the only 
one that was sick. She had access the arsenic 
was kept her father’s laboratory and she had often 
used the curing specimens. Before her death 
Ellen had left letter with her solicitor mailed 
Russell Quinton case Harland married Ruth, and 
the letter she states that she dies she was poisoned 
Ruth, who had made two other unsuccessful attempts 
poison her food.

Ellen, one day had laughingly made pact with Richard 
that case she died first would have her body 
cremated and her ashes scattered over Back the Moon 
lake, which did. During the trial Harland was put 
the stand and tells the whole story his and Ellen’s 
short married life, her letting Danny drown, and 
breach their relationship, and the morning the 
fatal picnic Harland told Ellen was going leave 
her. Now Ellen reaches back from the grave punish 
Richard, through Ruth for escaping her. Ruth 
acquitted, Richard arrested passive accessory 
Ellen’s manslaughter Danny from his testimony. 
pleads guilty shielding her and sentenced two 
years imprisonment. 


During his absence the loyal Ruth spent the time build- 
ing and landscaping their home the Canadian lake 
where they had agreed make their new home when 
Richard returned, and the story closes with their meet- 
ing the lake. 


The book recommended for adult readers 
well written, and portrays the struggle between two 
natures irreconcilably opposed, drawn together the 


fatal attraction equal forces.

the Tennessee valley, the nation was confronted with 
problem and opportunity. The problem involved 
flood control the Tennesse river water system. The 
opportunity was turn this development into gigantic 
scheme for the rebirth region. Power generation 
brought the benefits electricity hundreds thou- 
sands, and that degree practically unknown through- 
out the rest the nation. Power also brought new in- 
dustry and consequent rising standards living. Finally, 
produced the fertilizer which brought back life bar- 
ren, eroded farm lands. 


These benefits themselves would outstanding. But 
the manner which they were conferred was even more 
important. Every suggestion paternalism was discarded; 
the people were taught help themselves. Centraliza- 
tion authority and decision was often necessary, for 
the problems confronted were regional and even national. 
But whenever possible, and most the time was pos- 
sible, decision and administration were decentralized. 
Private ownership and private enterprise were encouraged 
the utmost. Guidance, education stimulation 
rather than bureaucratic control were the order the day. 


particularly interesting read this book the light 
Pope Pius XI’s encyclical “On Reconstructing the 
Social Order.” The Pope there rejects both individualism 
and collectivism. Government has right neutral 
the face pressing problems which cannot solved 
individuals lower groups. the same time, 
should promote self-government far possible, rather 
than arrogate itself all authority and all functions. 
TVA stands well under the test these sound and 
prudent principles. Far from being the socialist experi- 
ment charged many—not too disinterested—critics, 
has brought real democracy region which other- 
wise might have degenerated into barren waste.

ron abroad. was sedulous keeper diary, which 
the Winston Company has now served casserole 
for pretty penny. pointless details are lying about, 
sedulous diary sure pick them up. Capt. Thomas, 
for instance, cites the proper name everyone who 
crossed his path. even affects remember the direct 
discourse numerous characters. all well and good 
recount dramatically the conversations you hear, you 
have flair for dialogue the characters have said some- 
thing worthwhile. The direct discourse this book 
usually distinguished only the quotation marks. 


The 513th got around the world, covering some 200,000 
miles. Some its members covered six continents. They 
were part the first meager air defense India. They 
were associated for time with the Flying Tigers over 
China. They helped hurl back Rommel from the gates 
Alexandria. They have bird’s eye memory the 
Middle East, well the entire North African cam- 
paign. After this fabulous Odyssey, the 513th was ab- 
sorbed into other flying groups and its members assigned 
new fields many parts the United States in- 
structors battle tactics. 


That’s the gist Born Battle. Ernie Pyle might have 
made great book out it. question whether this 
sophomoric attempt worth $3.00. The book com- 
mendably free profanity and lewdness. However, the 
author shows questionable taste modesty dwelling 
long the Karachi Kramp which plagued the fliers 
India. glancing mention would have sufficed. 


Captain Thomas seems fine upstanding 


and was associated with others the sort; but when 
addresses himself the political social implications 
situations and events, comments political per- 
sonages, talks naively high school boy. For 
this reason and others, the book should prove safe 
interesting gift boy graduating from grammar high 


school.

Wilson, Dorothy Clarke. The Brother. Westminster. 
1944. 325p. $2.50. 


Written alleged “Life” Saint James, the so- 
called “Brother” Christ, this novel repeats all the stock- 
in-trade errors, denials, and repudiations revealed 
Christian truth that thought had been buried many 
years ago. Certainly there nothing original Miss 
Wilson’s absurd theories. have read them all before 
Bauer, Straus, Hilgenfeld, Pfleiderer, Renan, Harnack, 
“at alibi rather weary- 
ing have plow through much nonsense all over 
again. 

Miss Wilson starts with the very illuminating opinion that 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John didn’t know what they 
were talking about—or writing about. the patron- 
izing air maiden aunt she determines set them 
right about Jesus and His teachings. Obviously, Miss 
Wilson bases the theme her book upon the incident 
recounted Matthew XII, 46, where there refer- 
ence the “Brethren” Jesus. must admit that the 
author ingenious deriving much from little! 


Someone should have told Miss Wilson that the word 
“brother” both Hebrew and Aramaic often the

equivalent The Hebrew (h’) listed 
even such uncompromisingly non-Catholic authors 
Brown, Driver and Briggs having the meaning 
“fellow-tribesman” over twenty instances. 
Thus, Lot, Abraham, Genesis, 13, Jacob Laban, 
Genesis 29, 12-15; Numbers 16, 10, etc., etc. Leviticus 
19, 17, “Thou shalt not hate thy brother they heart,” 
and English Lexicon the Old Testament Brown, 
Driver and Briggs—Clarendon Press, Oxford—1939). 


Starting with the fundamental ignorance the Semitic 
idiom, the author goes from one error another through- 
out the book. Not satisfied with having given Christ one 
brother, she makes Him One six children! James, the 
protagonist the book, strict Pharisee, who comes 
gradual stages hate his “Brother,” and shares the 
guilt His death! 


There are too many errors the book, too many heresies, 
attempt list them all here. indicate only some 
them. There implicit repudiation the Divinity 
Christ, with the consequent “Dawn the Messianic 
Consciousness” theory; the Virginity our Lady is, 
course, rejected; the Miracles are explained away psy- 
chological phenomena; the Passion and Death Jesus 
are not sacrificial redemptive; the Resurrection de- 
nied; the supernaturality the Christian Church re- 
jected. other words, Jesus Nazareth just un- 
usual young man Galilee, Whose poetic nature and 
religious enthusiasm lead Him believe that has 
unusual mission perform, which calls “The Dream.” 


Miss Wilson patronizingly assumes that the whole Chris- 
tian Church has been wrong all these years. Poor Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke and John; poor childish Paul! And 
what shall say the long list early Saints, Fathers 
the Church, Doctors and Christian writers? What 
Clement Rome, Origen, Eusebius, Augustine, Jerome, 
John Chrysostom, etc., What the early Christian 
Martyrs who shed their blood for their supernatural 
belief Christ? Alas! must confess that all them 
were wrong! What tragic pity that this book had not 
then been written, many lives might have been spared! 
They would have seen that they were not dying for 
revealed Religion, but only for poetical whimsy! 


This book nothing less than blasphemous. For Catho- 
lics, certainly prohibited book, and the prescrip- 
tion Canon 1399 No. condemned. Miss Wilson 
has grotesquely caricatured Christ and the Christian

chronicle diary. Little incidents, seemingly selected 
random from the author’s experiences, reflect the changing 
moods and growing patriotism country that discovered 
its national identity during the period the author’s life 
China. Therein lies the interest the book, and its 
value true picture China. The author does not 
try generalize point morals. The incidents con- 
nected with the national uprising 1926 and with the 
Japanese invasion and occupation 1937 are particularly 
interesting. the Chinese emerge fundamentally 
gracious and generous and brave, and the Japanese military 
rapacious and cruel, only because the facts the 
author relates them speak for themselves. 


There surprisingly little mention the spiritual activi- 
ties the missionary. can recommended good 
though not important book.

Hope, Bob. Never Left Home. Simon and Schuster. 
June 15, 1944. 99p. Paper, $1.00; cloth, $2.00. 


The entertainment world, the world theater, movies 
and radio, making definite contribution the morale 
the armed forces home and particularly 
particular contribution the personal tour—a round 
camps and other military installations small units 
performers. this work Bob Hope, one radio’s most 
popular comedians, has been especially active having 
toured perhaps more than any other individual. has 
not only covered this country but has been England, 
Africa, Sicily, Iceland, Alaska, the Caribbean and the 
Pacific. The present book account his adventures 
with Frances Langford, Tony Romano and Jack Pepper 
the members troupe which gave shows England, 
Africa, Sicily and Iceland over period several months. 
Being written version Hope’s radio style the book 
filled with rather zany wisecracks with Hope himself acting 
the butt most the humor. Actually most the 
story record how they got from place place, the 
difficulties under which they labored and the people they 
met. However, Bob Hope pays ardent tribute the 
American soldier, tells how much they appreciate the 
entertainment breath life from home, points 
their spirit sacrifice and courage and the undaunted 
spirit with which they bear the horrors war. 
unit was one the few which followed the men closely, 
being under fire African bombing raids several times 
and playing Sicily even before the last Germans were 
driven out. 


whole the story entertaining reading especially for 
those who may partial the cynical, wisecracking Hope 
style but marred several slightly suggestive refer- 
ences sex and therefore suitable mostly for adults. 


Gardner, Mac. Mom Counted Six. Harper. May 10, 


1944. 267p. $2.50. 


Puget Sound mill town lived the Holly family, 
economically middle-class, morally free thinkers, socially 
their Mom (quaintly called 
“Mom dominated her family five children and 
Pop much charity force intellectual argu- 
ment. When Marge married Joe Ikkelson, the Com- 
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munist, Mom wouldn’t think feud. don’t cut 
our loved ones half,” she said. that spirit she raised 
the family: the children made their mistakes and learned 
made further erros; they were not driven out the 
family circle.

The first portion the novel largely account the 
family circle; the latter half case history Brooke’s 
development from adolescent girl college woman. 
is, the main, the record her love affair with the 
boxer Kip. His failure understand her, the disparity 
between their intellects brought many rift. Ultimately 
this difference was dissolved sexual emotion, rising 
intensity peak continual fornication during the 
period “so little time” before Kip was with the 
Marines and Brooke (in pregnant condition) was

The approving attitude shown toward this affair, to- 
gether with its portrayal most realistic terms, enough 
condemn the book without even mentioning the un- 
believable amount profanity found virtually every 
page.

Ley, Willy. Rockets—The Future Travel Beyond the 
Stratosphere. Viking. May, 1944. 287p. $3.50. 


seeing the title Rockets the reader might led 
believe that this book concerns the subject rockets 
general. closer examination one discovers that there 
subtitle reading “The future travel beyond the 
this actually the subject the book and 
any other significance rockets receives only secondary 
consideration. Many readers may further than this 
sub-title having formed the opinion that the book pure 
fiction the Jules Verne variety. This not the case. 
actually semi-technical treatment the history and 
development rockets which the author shows the 
possibilities—or rather, the impossibility for indefinite 
time come—of “space travel.” The author has been 
identified with rocket research Germany for many years 
(up 1935) and was original member the Verein 
fiir Raumshiffahrt (Society for Space Travel). has 
interested himself all the phases this intriguing 
subject and has never allowed himself carried away 
idle fancies but has applied himself the subject with 
scientific attitude mind. 


The first portion the book consists analyses the 
early ideas—both fanciful and otherwise—of space travel 
and concerns those who contributed these ideas. Some 
answers are given the question which will arise the 
minds most readers, Why Space Travel? There fol- 
lows some notes the later and more scientific treatment 
the problem which indicated the limitations imposed 
such things fuels, gravity, air resistance, mass ratios, 
exhaust velocity, etc. Considerable space devoted 
the experiments carried out the members the Society 
for Space Travel and others which substantially check- 
the theories and indicated the rather discouraging 
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limitations space travel with known materials and 
known fuels. 


this point the reader Rockets may feel that 
being led inevitably the conclusion that space travel, 
even limited nature, will forever remain impossible. 
However, the latter portion the book the author 
undertakes outline the steps rocket development 
which believes may eventually lead rocket travel 
beyond the earth. This prediction, view the statis- 
tics which are included concerning the 
ments for successful space travel (which are all un- 
realizable present), will indeed seem far fetched 
many. But made amply clear that these develop- 
ments lie far the future. 


The first step the road space travel, according the 
author, will the development 
rocket. indicated that such rocket, replace the 
high altitude radiosondes which are now employed for 
weather observations, has many advantages and could 
constructed using known fuels reach heights from 
development rocket 100 miles range; similar steps 
should lead some unpredictable time the future 
trips the moon some the planets. 


Although the projected meteorological rocket and various 
military rockets now use are considerable signifi- 
cance present the author interested them only 
the extent that they may contribute something the 
space rocket. The author has certainly given the subject 
air scientific respectability and his style makes 
both engaging and easy follow.

Eaton, Evelyn. What Torn Ship. Harper. June 14, 
1944. 263p. $2.50. 


the eighteenth century remarkable man came 
Corsica and for several years kept independent 
government until the French, having purchased from 
the Genoese, defeated him battle and drove him into 
exile England. The man was Pascal Paoli. Evelyn 
Eaton has woven short novel about his conquest 
Corsica and his love for Letizia Buonaparte, the mother 
Napoleon, during the years 1755-1759. 


When Pascal Paoli was smuggled into Corsica 1755 
had been well prepared his father for the task which 
the latter had failed—the liberation Corsica from the 
tyranny Genoa. Paoli was, addition his training, 
born leader who, steadied his elder brother Clement, 
combination monastic and warrior, succeeded 
uniting the warring Corsican factions into guerrilla 
army which drove the Genoese from all Corsica except 
five coastal towns. Paoli had abolish first the phe- 
nomenon corporate vendetta, Corsican institution 
which drew family after family into organized bloodshed. 
Then had enforce authority and coordinate the 
efforts his people before his military position was secure. 
Having defeated the Genoese Paoli applied himself 
internal affairs, stressing education and, for almost thirteen 
years gave Corsica what would known today 
“liberal” government. 


Carlos Buonaparte was rather aimless boy who came 
into Paoli’s household his teens. Paoli became infatu-

ated wih him and sent him Pisa educated the 
next ruler Corsica. But Carlos left Pisa and married 
Letizia Ramolina, absenting himself from Paoli who was 
deeply wounded. Paoli finally sent for him and Carlos 
returned bring Letizia, his wife. Carlos was sent Rome 
diplomatic mission and Paoli fell love with Letizia. 
had been man utmost probity and though 
realized the depth his fall maintained his course. 
Corsica, his first love, was forgotten and passion drove 
him toward the conquest Letizia. first she resisted 
but finally capitulated. the night that she was be- 
come his mistress Carlos returned from Rome with the 
news that Corsica had been sold France. This 
the affair but her heart Letizia from then was Paoli’s 
mistress. After several months campaigning with vic- 
tory almost within his grasp Paoli was defeated the 
French and driven into exile. Letizia and Carlos returned 
Ajaccio live under the French. 


What Torn Ship rather inconsequential story, com- 
petently written but with little else recommend 
moral tone somewhat negative the two cases adul- 
tery, Paoli and Letizia, Girolamo and Alba, leading the 
reader perhaps sympathize with the luckless sinners. 
general the book would seem suitable for adults but 
there little reason recommend anyone.
